Institutions for the Treatment of Patients by Physio- 
therapeutic and Electrical Methods. 
Motion: That ihe following recommendation of Council 
(Supplement, April 20th, 1929, p. 105, para. 54) be adopted : 
That the Representative Body reaffirms the opinion it ex- 
pressed in 1924 that the General Medical Council and the 
nse generally have acquiesced in the custom, now of 
ong standing, of advertising m the lay press, nursing homes, 
-$anatoria, and hydropathic and feels that, in 
any poliey formulated by the Association, regard must be had 
to this custom; and, further, that the Representative Body 
takes no exception to the association of registered medical 
ractitioners with an institution for the treatment of patients 
y physio-therapeutic and elecirical methods, provided the 
following essential conditions are strictly conformed to : 

(a) That the institution is not in any way advertised 
to the lay public.

of which methods would require legislation, probably highly 
contentious in nature, no satisfactory solution ean be devised 
of the difficulty experienced by doctors in recovering the 
amount of their charges for treatment rendered to patients 
meeting with accidents on the road; further, the Representative 
Body is of opinion that no greater case can be made out for 
dealing specially wiih the non-payment of fees incurred b 
rsons involved in road aceidents, than for those incur 
in the treatment of the victims of any other form of accident. 


Amendment by AnerprEN: That the recommendation be 


‘ referred back to the Council for further con«ideration. 
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Road Vehicles Regulation Bill. 
_ Motion: That the following recommendation of Counci 
(Supplement, April 20th, 1929, p. 107, para. 66) be adopted : 


That although it is unsatisfactory that fitness for driving 
a mechanically propelled vehicle should, as at present it is, 
be ignored entirely in the granting of a driving licence, the 
practical difficulties’ in regard to the position, including that 
of obtaining a consensus of opinion as to what the disabilities 
should be, are such that it is inadvisable for the Association at 
present to make a pronouncement in the matter; further, that 
no scheme in this respect so far proposed is free from great 
practical difficulties.

Midwifery Scheme. 

Motion by Tunsripck Wetts: That (with reference to 
para. 67 (a) of the Annual Report of Council) in any 
future scheme a general practitioner and midwife be avail- 
able for all women requiring ante-natal, natal, or post- 
natal treatment, and not simply in cases referred to the 
medical practitioner at the discretion of the midwife. 


Maternal Mortality Inquiry. 
Motion: That the following recommendation of Council 
(Supplement, April 20th, 1929, p. 108, para. 73) be adopted: 
That, as the giving’ of information to the medical investi- 
gator who will fill up the form of inquiry into maternal 
mortality issued by the Departmental Committee on Maternal 
Mortality is regarded by the Association as a voluntary con- 
tribution on the part of the medical profession to a scientific 
inquiry on a question of pressing public importance, the Asso- 
ciation is of opinion that no fee should be charged for the 
service and none accepted if offered. 

Amendment by Swansgza: That the last two lines of the 

recommendation be amended to read as follows: 
“the Association is of the opinion that no fee should be 

charged for this particular service.” 


Abatement of Unnecessary Noise. 

Motion by West Svurrotk: That (with reference to 
para. 75 of the Annual Report of Council) the Repre- 
sentative Body instructs the Council of the Association 
to take steps to secure legislation for the abatement of 
unnecessary noise.

Motion: That the following recommendation of Council

That the memorandum on the interpretation of the Hospital 
Policy for Radiological Services (sce Appendix X to Annual 
Report of Council) be approved.

Private Practice. 
Report on Encroachments on the Sphere of Private 
Practice. 

Motion: That the following recommendation of Council 
(Supplement, April ZOth, 1929, p. 115, para. 116) be 
adopted: 

That the Report and Recommendations on Encroachments on 
the Sphere of Private Practice by the Activities of 
Authorities, Voluntary Hospitals, etc. (see Appendix XI to 
Annual Report of Council) be approved. 

Motion by ScarsorovucGn: That (with reference to para. 
15 of Part I of the Report on Encroachments on the Sphere 
of Private Practice) every woman who attends the ante- 
natal clinie with a view to admission to a home should be 
informed that she is at perfect liberty to choose her own 
doctor, and if, in the opinion of the almoner, she is unable 
to pay, then the council will pay the recognized fee to 
whatever doctor she may choose if one is to be called in. 

‘Motion by Scarsorovcn: That (with reference to para. 
16 of Part I of the Report on Encroachments on the 
Sphere of Private Practice) there should be a printed 
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form such as is used in many hospital out-patient depart- 
pents, on which the medical officer of the clinic should 
inform the private doctor of the diagnosis and treatment 
of the case. ; 

Motion by Scarsoroven: That (with reference to para. 
16 of Part I of the Report on Encroachments on the 
Sphere of Private Practice) while any child may be seen at 
the clinic for the first time there should be an almoner to 
decide whether the family can afford to go to their own 
doctor; that if they can do so this fact should he stated 
on the card referred to in the foregoing motion, and they 
should be sent to him; and that if they cannot reasonably 
afford treatment, the child should continue at the clinic 
until cured, and the card or a copy of it, with the 
diagnosis, treatment, and result should then be sent tuo 
the private doctor. 

Amendment by Anerpren: That the following additional 
conclusion and recommendation be added to the conclusions 
and recommendations contained in Part I of the Report on 
Encroachments on the Sphere of Private Practice : 

That the functions of the health visitor and district nurse 
could with advantage be fulfilled by one and the same person 
or public nurse; and that this public nurse, for purposes of 
domiciliary health education and propaganda, should be under 
the immediate direction of the family doctor, where such 
exists.

Motion by Lancasnire aNp That the Repre- 
sntative Body is of opinion that inactive Divisions are a 
source of weakness to the Association, and instructs the 
Council to consider methods of dealing with the problem— 
by limitation of the privileges of representation of such 
Divisions in the Annual Representative Meeting and in 
other wavs.

Motion by BuckincHaMsHine: That in the opinion of 
the Representative Body, where there has been an unbroken 
membership of the Association for forty years, the advan- 
tages of membership should be retained without further 
subscription, 


Powers or Centran Counci. 

Motion by Torquay: That where a Branch or Division 
Council fails to enforce disciplinary measures towards a 
member who has been found guilty of a breach of the 
ethical rules or who has accepted or applied for an appoint- ~ 
ment at a salary below the approved scale, the Central 
Council shall take suitable action. 


Mepicat PRIVILEGE. 

Motion by Mary.enone: That it be referred to the 
Council to consider whether the following definition of the 
policy of the British Medical Association on medical privi- 
lege is desirable : 

That communications between doctor and patient, unless they 


concern fraud or crime or otherwise the public interest, ought 
to be privileged from disclosure in courts of law. 


ACCIDENTS AND THE INSURANCE AGREEMENT. 

Motion by PortsmoutH: That except for accidents 
occurring under the Employers’ Liability Act, the agree- 
ment between an insurance practitioner and an insurance 
committee should not include treatment given to patients 
who receive compensation for accidents. 


State Voxtuntary INstitutionaL Mepicat SERVICES. 

Motion by BricHron and Kenstneton: That in view of 
the fact that the organization of State and voluntary 
institutional medical services will in future affect the 
interest of all groups in the medical profession, especially 
those of the general practitioners, the Council is instructed 
to consider the question and to report to the Divisions not 
later than April 30th, 1930, such amendments of By-laws 
and Schedules as will provide for a Standing Committee 
being formed, representative of all such groups and with 
duties and powers adequate for the purpose. 

Motion by Bricuton: That public authorities, approved 
societies, employers of labour, insurance companies, con- 
ductors of contributory schemes and of massed or periodical 
payments by employees, and any other body or person 
desirous of entering into financial arrangements with State 
and voluntary institutions for the treatment of patients, 
should be able to do so and in such manner as will permit 
of a patient having free choice of institution subject to 
the consent of the institution to receive that patient.

authorities to meet the grave need for institutional care. 


Terms AND Conpit1ons FoR District Poor Law 
Mepicat OFricers. 

Motion by Nort or EnGianp: That the time has now 
arrived for a revision of the terms of service and remunera- 
tion paid to district Poor Law medical officers, and that 
the Representative Body instructs the Council to take such 


action as is necessary to have these conditions remedied. 


Vaccine 

Motion by NewcastLe-vpon-TyNne: That Government 
lymph should be available for all practitioners, and that 
every general practitioner should be able to vaccinate his 
own patients in the same way as the public vaccinators, and 
obtain similar remuneration from the Government. 


British Mepicat Jovrnat.” 

Motion by EprysurcH anp LeitH: That steps be taken 
to improve the illustrations to scientific articles in the 
British Medical Journal, and to make the Epitome of 
Current Medical Literature more extensive and compre- 
hensive.

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British Medical Association. 
CURRENT NOTES. 


The Voluntary Hospitals and the Local Government Act, 
Many inquiries have been received asking what action the 
British Medical Association is taking with regard to the 
selection of representatives. of hospital staffs for appoint- 
ment on. the Committees referred to in Clausc 13 of the 
Local Government Act, which runs as follows: 


Consultation as to the Provision of Hospital Accommodation. 
13. The council of every county and county borough shall, when 
making provision for hospital accommodation in discharge of the 
functions transferred to them under this part of this Act, consult 
such committee or other body as they consider to represent both 
the governing bodies and the medical and surgical staffs of the 
voluntary hospitals providing services in or for the benefit of the 
county or county borough as to the accommodation to be provided 
and as to the purposes for which it is to be used. 
Active negotiations are proceeding with the King Edward’s 
Hospital Fund for London as regards the London County 
Council area and with the British Hospitals Association as 
regards the rest of the country. Representatives of the 
British Medical Association have met both bodies and have 
offered the co-operation of the Association in securing proper 
representation of the staffs of the hospitals on the new com- 
mittees. It is hoped that it will be possible very shortly 
to make a definite announcement, which in the case of 
_ London will probably take the form of an invitation by the 
Metropolitan Counties Branch of tho Association to all 
members of the staffs of hospitals (possibly excluding the 
teaching hospitals) in the metropolitan area to attend a 
meeting for the purpose of electing representatives of the 
staffs to serve on the new committees. So far as the rest 
of the country is concerned, it is hoped that the Branch 
and Division machinery of the Association, together with 
the regional machinery of the British Hospitals Associa- 
tion, will be used in all those areas in which there do not 
at present exist definite bodies representing the voluntary 
hospital interests concerned. 


Katherine Bishop Harman Prize for Encouragement cf 
_ Research into Disorders Incident to Maternity. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to consider an award of the Katherine Bishop 
Harman Prize in the year 1930. The value of the prize 
is £80. Its purpose is the encouragement of study and 
research directed to the diminution and avoidance of the 
risks to health and life that are apt to arise in pregnancy 
and child-bearing. Competitors are left free to select the 
work they wish to present, provided the work falls within 
the scope of the prize. Any medical practitioner registered 
in the British Empire is eligible to compete for the prize. 
Should the Council of the Association decide that no essay 
is of sufficient merit the prize will not be awarded in 1930, 
but will be offered in the year next following this decision, 
and in this event the money value of the prize on the 
occasion in question will be such proportion of the accumu- 
‘lated income as the Council shall determine. The decision 
of ‘the Council will bo final. Each essay must be type- 
written or printed in the English language, must be dis- 
tinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto and enclosing the 
candidate’s names and address. Essays must be forwarded 
so as to reach the Medical Secretary, British Medical Asso- 
ciation House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later 
than December 31st, 1829. Inquiries relative to the prize 
should also be addressed to the Medical Secretary as above. 


Medical Advertisements in Lay Newspapers, 

Every now and then it comes to the notice of the Medical 
Secretary that there are still some members of the pro- 
fession who have not realized that, speaking generally, 
there is room for doubt about the desirability of any 
medical appointment advertised in a lay newspaper only. 
There are, of course, some appointments which it is the 
intention to fill from the local profession alone to which 
this rule does not apply; but in a large number of cases

medical advertisements which appear only in lay newspapers 
have either not been offered to the medical journals because 
it is known or suspected that they would not be accepted, or 
they have been so offered and rejected. Members of the 
profession are strongly advised before applying for any 
appointment which they see advertised in a lay paper and 
which is not in one of the medical journals, to write to the 
Medical Secretary for advice.

A MEETING of the Gloucestershire Branch was held at the General 
Hospital, Cheltenham, on February 14th. Dr. H. Camrns Terry 
presided, and there were thirty-seven members present. ; 

Mr. J. S. Ketrerr Samira showed a number of lantern slides of 
radiological interest. One series illustrated some varieties of 
Colles’s fracture, from which it appeared that deformity was likely 
to be great when the fracture took place comparatively high up 
the pelle, but that recovery after reduction was often uninter- 


rupted. The deformity was small when the fracture occurred low 


down, but restoration of function might be slow and difficult owing 
to the direct involvement in the line of fracture of the grooves for 
the extensor tendons, leading to irregularity in the bony channels 
and inflammatory mischief, with painful swelling and the forma- 
tion of adhesions in the tendon sheaths. Several examples were 
shown of linear crush fractures across.the lower end of the radius 
in which no appreciable displacement could be noticed, but in which 
recovery of function had been very slow owing to complications 


of this kind. Such cases appeared at first to be simple sprains, and _ 


it was easy to see the possibility of legal trouble if they were 
treated as such without a radiogram having been taken. , ; 

Mr. Kellett Smith also showed cases of reflex spasm in the 
alimentary canal due to irritation at a distance. In one of these 
spasm at the cardia, rendering difficult the swallowing of solids, was 
traced to partial obstruction and gas lock due to a kink in the 
descending colon. Another interesting case was that of a migra- 
tory ureteral stone, in which the upper of two stones lodged at the 
level of the iliac crest was found in the second film, taken within 
an hour, to have travelled back to the pelvis of the kidney, The 
slides and their exposition aroused very great interest. ; 

The PrestpENT, in thanking the speaker, mentioned a child with 
oesophageal spasm and regurgitation of food who had subsequently 
developed tuberculous peritonitis. The cases shown by Mr, Kellett 
Smith were proof that such a condition of spasm could be secondary 
to an abdominal condition. 

Dr. G. ArrHur Carpew read a paper on medical remains in 
Roman Britain. He gave an interesting account of the relics con- 
nected with the medical profession which had come down from the 
Roman occupation, The lecture was illustrated by lantern slides, 
and was much enjoyed; thirty members subsequently had supper 
at the Queen’s Hotel.

Dangerous Drugs Acts and Regulations, 

‘Srr,—The letter of Dr. Larking in the Supplement of May 
4th (p. 182) must give an accurate indication of the feelings 
of the majority of general practitioners towards the ever- 
increasing intensity of Government regulations. It would be 
interesting to know how many doctors who dispense their own 
drugs have already ceased to use heroin. If, through the abuse 
by a small minority, some useful article is to be practically 
banned to the rest of the community, it would appear that a 
handful of drug addicts is of more concern than the welfare 
of the community as a whole. This principle can be carried 
a little too far, and it is high time the voice of the profession 
made itself heard.—I am, etc.,

Srr,—I wish somebcdy would explain how my fumbling 
(and futile) attempts to keep my poison book straight will help 
to prevent any American or Chinese dope fan from sliding 
further down his own particular slippery slope. Of course, 
if I can help him I shall be happy; but I don’t believe I can. 

And, seriously, are not we just playing with the entire 
question of interference with other people’s liberty of action? 
I understand that in certain coloured-people circles in America 
the razor is a favourite article of personal adornment, that 
coloured gentlemen have developed a passion for slashing one 
another with razors: yet you are not asked to keep a record 
of your razor purchasings; nor am I. Neither ave we asked 
how often, or with what intent, we use our razors. Again, the 
gas oven has a fatal fascination for many. We read far more 
frequently of gas-oven tragedies than we do of heroin tragedies, 
yet gas ovens may be purchased without let or hindrance, 
while the purchase or sale of a dese of heroin is a hazardous 
adventure. 

Of course, it is plain by now that we doctors are not to be 
trusted: that we are regarded by Those in Authority as 
potential malefactors; yet we are still left in possession of 
knives, electrical apparatus, and poisons of the most potent kind. 
Why? If we really are as dangerous as the authorities seem 
to think, everything capable of doing the slightest harm 
should be taken from us. Even a glass bottle judiciously mal- 
treated will serve as a weapon of offence; and a_ bottle 
powdered ... ! They say that powdered glass is to this day 
a favourite poison in some parts of the world. Unquestionably 
we should be called upon to keep a ‘‘ bottle book.”’ Anybody 
breaking a bottle, and unable to account satisfactorily for the 
broken bits, should have his authority to use glass bottles 
withdrawn. 

Really seriously, Sir, it is deplorable that we, members of 
a profession whose traditions of honourable dealing go back 
to the time of Hippocrates, should be told. quite bluntly. that 
we cannot be trusted. May I quote from the Hippocratic oath : 


“Nor will I give to any man, though I be asked to give it, 

any deadly drug, nor will I consent that it should be given.” 
There are some of us who have not forgotten Hippocrates 
and his code of honour. We resent deeply regulations which 
we regard as an insult to our profession—an insult as deep to us 
as would be the insult to the clergy if they were told by those 
in high places that they no longer regard as sacred the seal 

of the confessional.—I am, etc.,

oxycodeinone and dihydrocodeinone, referred to in the Supple- 
ment of May 11th (p. 185) under the heading ‘“‘ The Dangerous 
Drugs Acts: Duties of Doctors’”’? I cannot find these names 
either in the Eztra Pharmacopoeia, 1928, nor in the current 
edition of the B.P. Codex. Presumably neither of these sub- 
stances. is the alkaloid codeine. If the codeina phosphate. 
which is so commonly used and is an efficient substitute for 
heroin, is included in the list of dangerous drugs. it would 
be well that we should be told so in plain terms.—I am, ete., —

** We understand that dilhydro-oxycodeinone and dilydro- 


eedeinone are produced as pharmaceutical products, usvally in 


the form of salts, by certain German firms, under the trade 
names of eucodal (eukodal), and dicodide respectively. A report 
on eukodal: appeared in our issue of June 23rd, 1928 (p. 1069). 
The League of Nations has reported that these drugs 
possess narcotic properties similar to those of morphine, and 
has recommended the application of the same system of control, 
So far as we know they are not manufactured in Great Britain, 
oo phosphate is not included in the list of dangerous 
drugs. 


THE MEDICAL WOMEN’S FEDERATION. 
AnnvuaL MEETING AND DiNNER. 

THe annual meeting of the Medical Women’s Federation 
was held on May 2nd at the Holborn Restaurant, London, 
W.C.1. The annual report showed a steady increase in 
the membership. The honorary treasurer gave a satis. 
factory financial statement. She stated that the loan ftinds 
had proved of great assistance to young practitioners. 


Tn the evening a dinner was given by members of the council, 
past and present, to Lady Berry, honorary secretary of the 
Federation for ten years. She was accompanied by Sir James 
Berry. The toast of the evening was given by the president, 
Dr. Carurrine supported by three past-presidents— 
Dr. Jane Walker, Lady Barrett, and Miss Ivens. Lady Berry, 
in replying, expressed her regret that the time had come when 
she must resign her office. She thanked the members for the 
present of a garden seat, which she would be glad to use at 
her country house. She then recounted some interesting expe- 
riences of a recent tour in the East, advising others to try 
it, as there was much to see and to learn. Dr. CHristivg 
MvRrere-t, past-president of the Federation, proposed the health 
of Sir James Berry, who briefly responded. 

The council next day held its half-yearly meeting at the 
London School of Medicine for Women. Dr. Catherine 
Chisholm was elected president for a second year, Dr. A. E. 
Sanderson Clow, Dr. Alison Hunter, and Miss Martindale vice- 
presidents, Dr. Jane Walker honorary treasurer, and Miss 
Mabel Ramsay honorary secretary. 

Among the matters discussed were various reports. In the 
report of the London University Committee on coeducation of 
medical students stress was laid on the fact that there are 
women medical students in Great Britain and the British 
Empire who need a school in London where they may receive 
their medical education on coeducational lines. The report of 
the special committee which gave evidence before the Govern- 
ment Departmental Committee on the working of the Midwives 
Acts was adopted. The British national corresponding 
secretary (Miss Martindale) gave a most interesting report 
of the recent meeting of the Medical Women’s I[nternational 
Association in Paris,' and announced that the next international 
council would be held in Vienna in 1931. 

The executive committee was instructed to prepare a_ list 


‘of names of medical women who are doing national health 


insurance work, so that at the next council a standing com- 
mittee might be appointed and the interests of women panel 
practitioners better correlated. A vigorous protest was made 
by council members at the insertion in the British Medical 
Journal of an advertisement for an assistant (medical woman) 
who was asked to do light household duties in combination with 
professional work. A discussion took place in regard to the 
treatment by medical women of cases of venereal disease in 
hospitals and clinics, and a resolution was adopted in the 
following terms : ‘‘ That the Medical Women’s Federation urge 
that the medical officers treating female venereal disease cases, 
whether in hospitals or clinics, should be women medical 
practitioners where and whenever such practitioners are 
available.” 

On the evening of May 3rd the London Association of the 
Medical Women’s Federation invited a large number of medical 
practitioners to hear a report of the Cancer Research Com- 
mittee of the Marie Curie Hospital on three years on the 
treatment of cancer of the uterus with radium, with demonstra- 
tion of technique and. cases. A large gathering attended, and 
had a remarkable demonstration of the team work as done at 
four hospitals staffed by women surgeons.? . a
